Conservatives select county candidate 


THE Conservative Party has selected Ilminster town and 
district councillor Linda Vijeh to stand in the forthcoming 
county council elections. 

In a statement to The Weekender, Councillor Vijeh 
said: “It is with mixed feelings I have agreed to stand as 
the Conservative Party candidate for Ilminster Division 
in the May county council elections. 

“Having recently been approached by a large number 
of local residents, along with two other political parties 
to stand as their candidate, I did give it some serious 
thought. So, why would I do such a thing? 

“I have been involved in all aspects of our local com¬ 
munity for many years, both as local councillor (town 
and district), school governor, hospital governor, museum 
trustee, Samaritan, charity fundraiser... an endless list. 

“Aside from politics, I try to focus my time, energy and 
money on highlighting key issues I feel can have a real 
impact on our quality of life. 

This is as a result of others turning to me for help; it’s 
not the issue of which party I belong to. I’m just not good 
at saying no to those in need. 

“In a recent survey on my performance carried out in 
March 2012, not in the run-up to an election, I was de¬ 
lighted to score 100 per cent for community involvement; 
and the vast majority felt that I was knowledgeable, pro¬ 
active and objective. High praise indeed for a Conserva¬ 
tive in this climate. 

“Almost daily I get to hear the grumbles about 
whichever party is in power at the time. The problem is, 
I am a Conservative at heart, albeit not quite the conven¬ 
tional ‘middle England’ variety. I am very opinionated, 
as readers will no doubt verify, but I do have very tradi¬ 
tional Conservative views, even if expressed in uncon¬ 
ventional ways. 

“Locally, I have fought hard to get a fairer deal for 
Somerset schools, have pursued highways issues, cam¬ 
paigned to save the library, and continue in the battle to 


save what public transport still exists. 

“These issues aren’t anything to do with my ‘real’ role; 
I do it because I listen and I care. If I can get public de¬ 
bate going, so much the better. Given the difficult finan¬ 
cial period we are being forced to go through it is 
impossible to please all of the people all of the time, and 
I believe one shouldn’t try to. Don’t kid yourselves we 
are anywhere near the end of it, there are still many dif¬ 
ficult decisions to be made. 

“I firmly believe local communities have the right to 
determine their own future and as a Conservative county 
councillor I feel I could best serve local interests by en¬ 
suring that the issues that matter most can be brought be¬ 
fore those that make the decisions. 

“I won’t always be successful in my efforts, but it won’t 
be because I haven’t tried to challenge, influence and per¬ 
suade the powers that be. 

“Above all, the most important thing to me is that we 
live in a democracy, and if I am able to achieve the high¬ 
est turnout in the elections I will feel satisfied. It is your 
moral duty to get out and vote, because if you don’t vote 
you don’t have the right to complain about the result. 
There, I’ve said it, and will probably provoke someone’s 
irate response. Good. 

“Only this week I was described as being hard-working, 
articulate and tenacious; long may local people have this 
view. By the way, I don’t go round knocking on doors 
seeking votes, as personally I find it intrusive, and like¬ 
wise, I don’t believe in pushing out endless bits of infor¬ 
mation that only end up in the cat litter tray. You’ll get 
one leaflet from me setting out my aims, and an open in¬ 
vitation for me to speak to you or visit you, at your con¬ 
venience, not mine. Attitude really is everything. 

“In my view councillors should be involved all year 
round, not just at election time. A bit like dogs at Christ¬ 
mas really.”

■ NO longer can I keep quiet about the unacceptable 
Hewish wind turbine that is proposed to blight this lovely 
part of South Somerset, which will alter our lives forever. 

If this monstrous machine is ever constructed it will 
never go away. If they work successfully they will be re¬ 
placed, reproduced over the years and multiply across 
this fragile and beautiful landscape. 

The scale of these machines is utterly inappropriate for 
a close farming area, with wild coombes of such natural 
beauty, which deserve to be incorporated within the ad¬ 
jacent Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty, 

The only reason for that area stopping at the River Axe 
is the beauracratic county boundary of Dorset. Somerset 
should have joined in and extended the area to the A30 
roadline. 

These machines - reminiscent of HG Wells’ monsters - 
are most appropriate in well planned groups upon large 
open areas of windswept moorland, estuary or deserted 
heath, where the scale of the surrounding natural land¬ 
scape is capable of absorbing such intrusion by man. 


The benefit to the nation will be peanuts in proportion 
to the immense harm it will do to the Hewish and Clapton 
valley, the residents of Hewish, and the effect it will have 
on local tourism and Crewkerne - once a delightful place 
to live, shop and work. 

Surely the Town Team, ABCD, the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, the Civic Society and all the local retailers and 
other businesses should be up in arms together against 
this intrusion into our way of life. 

From Hewish it will appear as an overbearing and 
threatening folly with the collection of red warning lights 
on the blades revolving through the night, depending on 
its efficiency, like a huge Catherine Wheel emulating the 
London Eye. 

This ill-judged proposal deserves to be challenged and 
defeated and rejected in a vigorous campaign with the as¬ 
sistance of the press as ‘the voice of the people’. 

Please help save our countryside.

A NEW website offering free advice to em¬ 
ployers in Somerset has been launched this 
week by the Somerset Employment and 
Skills Board. 

For businesses, finding the right employees 
with the right skills is critical, and for young 
people looking for work, knowing how to 
offer the skills needed by local employers can 
be life-changing. 

The new website, which can be found at 
www.skills4somerset.org.uk, enables Somer¬ 
set businesses to connect with the right peo¬ 
ple and the right training, providing a 
valuable one-stop shop for employers and for 
organisations supporting those who are seek¬ 
ing work. 

The new-look site will provide free, impar¬ 
tial advice, and include invaluable informa¬ 
tion for employers such as how to find the 


right staff, engage with local schools and col¬ 
leges and access local training providers. 

Current chairman of the board, Kath Gigg, 
said: “One of the main roles of the board is 
to know and communicate the local em¬ 
ployer demand for s kill s. Some of this can be 
done by reviewing relevant data, but the 
board wants to balance this with the voice of 
Somerset employers.” 

The Employment and Skills Board works 
with influential agencies to ensure that local 
and national employment and skills policy, 
funding, and practice, adequately prepares 
local people for the world of work, and is ca¬ 
pable of delivering training that meets the 
needs of Somerset businesses. 

Ms Gigg continued: “The new website 
gives businesses the chance to tell us what 
they are looking for and let us know when 


things just aren’t working. This is essential 
if we are to influence the agencies and fund¬ 
ing that will make it easier for businesses to 
recruit the right people and find the right 
training locally.” 

The website, which was developed by 
Taunton-based Somerset Web Services, will 
be developed further with a series of fre¬ 
quently asked questions and examples of best 
practice. It will also provide resources for 
businesses including work experience packs 
and contacts for local schools, colleges and 
training providers. 

The Employment and Skills Board is call¬ 
ing on Somerset businesses to feedback via 
the website, detailing what they are looking 
for and how they think the Board can help.

Voluntary strimming 
keeping paths clear 

SOMERSET County Council is encouraging parish 
councils and voluntary groups who would like to 
keep clear their own community's footpaths and 
bridleways to get in touch. 

The county council will jointly fund with inter¬ 
ested parish councils or voluntary groups the cost 
of training volunteers to use and maintain a strim- 
mer. Then every spring, the parish council will re¬ 
ceive a strimmer and safety equipment on loan 
from county to help them clear overgrown vegeta¬ 
tion from footpaths and bridleways. 

Councillor David Hall, Cabinet Member responsi¬ 
ble for Rights of Way, said: "The strimmer project 
benefits local communities by allowing them to 
clear overgrown paths quickly and efficiently. 

"At the same time, it's good for us. Every year we 
spend approximately 20 per cent of our Rights of 
Way budget on clearing summer vegetation 
throughout the county. Volunteers help save the 
authority vital money that can instead be used to 
help protect services." 

Barton St David was one of the first parishes to 
pilot this project back in 2009. Following their suc¬ 
cess, the project was extended to other parishes. 
Now there are 20 parishes involved in the scheme 
across the county, some with more than one 
trained volunteer. 

Barton St David volunteer Phil Bradshaw said: 
"Barton St David Parish Council are delighted to 
take part in the county council's strimmer project. 
The project allows volunteers to be trained to cut 
vegetation on public rights of way in their area as 
often as they like and volunteers have been trained 
to use a petrol driven strimmer. 

"In return for the parish council part-funding the 
training element of the scheme, the county council 
has provided and maintain a strimmer, signs and 
protective equipment.The project is enabling us to 
cut vegetation on footpaths more frequently and 
to react to problems as they have arisen during the 
season."

WATCH joins forces with Special Horses 


WORKING All Together in Chard (WATCH), a self-help 
group for people who have become isolated through 
mental health problems or other issues, has arranged 
for some of its members to volunteer with the chil¬ 
dren's charity Special Horses For Special Children. 

A donation of £500 from Somerset county councillor 
Jill Shortland OBE will cover the transport costs for tak¬ 
ing WATCH members from Chard to Scrapton Farm, 
where Special Horses for Special Children is based. 

Special Horses For Special Children was established 
initially to help autistic children and those with Asperg- 
ers, but the special therapy at the centre has been 
proven to benefit other youngsters, such as those with 
severe learning difficulties, or those having to cope 
with emotional issues as a result of bereavement, di¬ 
vorce and bullying. 

The centre provides effective, guided therapy and 
stimulating play through carefully managed interaction 
with well-schooled, gentle horses and ponies. 

This donation has provided an exciting opportunity 
for two projects benefiting different areas of the com- 
munityto work together to helpchildren with learning 
and behavioural difficulties. 


WATCH spokesperson Ashley Harnett said:"We are ex¬ 
cited for the chance to help the members get involved 
in something outside our project. WATCH has always 
been about benefiting the community and empower¬ 
ing its members to achieve. 

"Volunteering with Special Horses for Special Children 
will be a great chance for our members to build confi¬ 
dence while making sure that another valuable mental 
health project is able to find the volunteers it needs. 

"We are tremendously grateful to Jill Shortland at the 
county council for providing the funds necessary to 
cover the transportation costs associated with this col¬ 
laboration. Special Horses for Special Children is based 
just outside Chard and many potential volunteers are 
unable to get there, we now know that our members 
will not face this hurdle. 

"Needless to say both organisations will benefit 
greatly from the chance to work together." 

Chard WATCH project runs a weekly drop-in day every 
Thursday at the Chard Young People's Centre in Essex 
Close, Chard, where members take part in a wide range 
of activities including carpentry, art, and bicycle main¬ 
tenance. Hot lunches are available.

NEW PROPOSAL COULD SEE TRAFFIC INCREASE BY NINE-FOLD THROUGH ASHLANDS ROAD 


NEWS ANALYSIS

I CHOCK-A-BLOCK: Traffic problems in Crewkerne 


T HE cat’s cradle of 
complexity which is 
the town row over 
how traffic should move 
through and around 
Crewkerne has been re¬ 
vealed in an exhibition at 
the Victoria Hall which 
runs until March 5th. 

Residents seeking to eas¬ 
ily understand it probably 
need to shake a six to start. 

With more than 18 feet of 
maps and multiple display 
boards, Somerset County 
Council officials opened 
the exhibition to the public 
last Wednesday, steeled for 
objections to a proposed 
new one-way system 
which would drive traffic 
through Ashlands Road. 

The debate on whether to 
make a new one-way of 
North Street - and thus 
chute much more traffic 
through Ashlands Road 
and past its coterie of cul- 
de-sacs - looks set to cause 
headaches at the town 
council when the contested 
matter is returned there for 
more discussion after ap¬ 
probation and objections to 
the one-way are gathered 
in. 


Dozens of residents at¬ 
tended the exhibition 
within minutes of its doors 
opening and it was not 
long before voices of “why 
don’t you... ?” were raised 
against the county council 
officials. 

In essence the matter is 
simple - will the residents 
of the wide Ashlands Road 
put up with many more 
cars chicaning up and 
down a lane that is already 
not-easily crossed? 

Judging by the raised 
voices, the answer appears 
to be no, they will not. 

Why? Because more 
traffic logically raises the 
possibility of more people 
risking getting knocked 
down - although the town 
council clearly wants to 
guard against this by insti¬ 
tuting a zebra crossing 
near Ashlands First 
School. 

The carefully-worded 
and meticulously-mapped 
exhibition presents options 
- Option 1. making a one¬ 


way of North Street; Op¬ 
tion 2. making one-ways 
of both North Street and 
East Street, and, presum¬ 
ably, Option 3, making a 
new way back to the draw¬ 
ing board. 

But basically the debate 
rests upon how many more 
cars would the one-waying 
of North Street send up 
and down Ashlands Road. 

According to figures pre¬ 
pared by the county coun¬ 
cil, Ashlands Road is a 
comparatively quiet place 
to live off, with an average 
of five cars per minute 
passing through it in the 
“rush hour” of 8am to 9am 
and two cars per minute 
between 5pm and 6pm. 

The council’s projected 
figures suggest that Option 
1 (making a one-way of 
North Street) would in¬ 
crease traffic in Ashlands 
Road threefold in the 
morning (16 cars per 
minute) and seven-fold in 
the afternoon (14 per 
minute). 


Option 2 (making one- 
ways of both North Street 
and East Street) would, 
say the figures, make a rel¬ 
ative Brands Hatch of Ash¬ 
lands Road, with traffic 
soaring from five to 20 
cars per minute in the 
morning and from two to 
18 cars per minute in the 
afternoon. 

Fortunately, the current 
closure of East Street for a 
makeover - and the conse¬ 
quent diversion of traffic 
through Ashlands Road - 
provides an indication of 
how the future may be for 
the Ashlanders. 

The Crewkerne Week¬ 
ender left Wednesday’s 
opening of the exhibition 
to count the diverted traffic 
in Ashlands Road. 

Three samples of per 
minute traffic were taken 
between 5.30pm and 
5.45pm. The first sample 
revealed a traffic rate of 18 
vehicles per minute travel¬ 
ling Ashlands Road. The 
second revealed a rate of 
17 vehicles per minute and 
the third counted 24 vehi¬ 
cles per minute. 

For rate-payers con¬ 


cerned about the cost of a 
new one-way scheme, 
back at the exhibition the 
county council has pro¬ 
vided a detailed break¬ 
down - with most of the 
cost being shouldered by 
developers. 

Of the estimated 
£612,000 total cost of the 
scheme, £60,000 would be 
borne by Somerset County 
Council, £160,000 by 
Waitrose, £261,000 by 
Maiden Beech developers 
and £131,000 by develop¬ 
ers of the Crewkerne Link 
Road. 

Although Crewkerne 
Town Council prefers a 
consultation on Option 1 
of the scheme (a North 
Street one-way system) 
county council officials at 
the exhibition pointed out 
that any scheme is predi¬ 
cated on the completion of 
the Crewkerne Link Road 
- which would be two 
years at the earliest but 
more likely four years 
away.

under “Crewkerne Traffic 
Management”. 

The pros and cons of the 
scheme are outlined there 
and at the Victoria Hall ex¬ 
hibition. As listed, they 
are: 

Advantages of a one¬ 
way North Street 

• It allows a zebra cross¬ 
ing near Ashlands First 
School. 

• It allows better footways 
on North Street and re¬ 
duced road width. 

• It improves traffic flow 


by using a road that is cur¬ 
rently under-used. 

• It improves conditions 
on North Street where 
HGVs cannot easily pass. 

• It provides North Street 
parking. 

Disadvantages 

• A significant increase of 
traffic on Ashlands Road. 

• Greater distance for ve¬ 
hicles and cyclists to travel 
to the town centre for 
those living on North 
Street and Brickyard Lane. 

• Greater distance for ve¬ 


hicles to travel from the 
North and A303 and A456 
who want to get to North 
Street. 

• The one-way on Rose 
Lane will need to be re¬ 
versed. 

Forms for those object¬ 
ing or approving to the 
proposed traffic manage¬ 
ment scheme are provided 
at the exhibition and views 
expressed will be sent to 
the town and county coun¬ 
cils for further delibera¬ 
tion.

"YOU would be forgiven for thinking that our primary 
school children are overweight asthma sufferers, as a 
result of inhaling the passive smoke of their parents'cig- 
arettes, afraid of meeting gangs of rough teenagers on 
the streets at night, sat in front of their computers, 
scoffing fast food, whilst texting on their mobile 
phones to make plans to cull badgers as part of a 
weekly workout" 

So said veteran chairman of judges, Charles Clark, of 
sponsors Greenslade Taylor Hunt, at the annual Rotary 
Club of Ilminster Youth Speaks competition, held at 
Swanmead School.

"It certainly was a learning curve for all of us," said 
Linda Piggott-Vijeh, a local school governor and Ilmin¬ 
ster Rotarian who was also in attendance. 

"All teams had clearly done a considerable amount of 
research into their subjects, and their enthusiasm was 
infectious. 

"Isobel Taylor, from the winning Combe St Nicholas 
team, although a last minute substitute as proposer, 
raised a laugh with her 'badger'joke; and I was de¬ 
lighted that Matthew Adams, chairman of one of two 
Swanmead teams, said that I was a'lovely lady'when I 
asked a question about fast food advertising. 

"During the evening, parents please note, they de¬ 
cided that kids should pay their own mobile phone 
bills, a'Teenage Takeover Day'was proposed, and the 
suggestion of befriending 'old folk'to make them feel 
more comfortable around teenagers.

THE new SKODA Octavia has been awarded five 
stars for its high level of safety in the Euro NCAP 
crash tests. This top rating recognises the new 
SKODA Octavia's excellent performance, which 
is divided into occupant protection for adults 
and children, pedestrian protection and sup¬ 
porting safety systems. The new Octavia will be 
introduced for European markets in the coming 
weeks. The Czech car manufacturer will also be 
presenting the new SKODA Octavia Combi for 
the first time at the Geneva Motor Show. 

"For SKODA safety is one of the key priorities," 
says Dr. Frank Welsch, SKODA Board Member for 
technical development. He continues, "That is 
also true for the new Octavia.

"The test results from Euro NCAP are further 
evidence of our high level of safety. We are 
pleased with the overall result of a five-star top 
rating from independent experts," explains 
Welsch. 

Euro NCAP awarded top marks for the circum¬ 
ferential occupant protection of adults seated 
in the front. The new SKODA Octavia achieved 
93% of the possible number of points in this cat¬ 
egory. The passenger compartment remains 
stable; the front-seated dummies are virtually 
undamaged after the test. The circumferential 
protection of front seated adults of different 
body sizes, in different seating positions, is 
equally good. Likewise, the new SKODA Octavia 
achieved very good results in terms of child 


safety. The Euro NCAP test engineers gave a 
high rating in pedestrian protection for the new 
SKODA Octavia. Additionally, the testers were 
impressed by the Octavia's innovative safety as¬ 
sistance systems, including the equipment fit¬ 
ted as standard in EU countries such as 
electronic stability control (ESC) and the driver 
and passenger seatbelt reminder.

Ford gains market share in February 
as retail and cv sales strengthen 


FORD sales and market share were boosted across its 
car and CV ranges in February as its share of retail car 
sales continued to strengthen. 

Ford's top-selling car range secured 15.0 per cent of 
the February market, up 0.5 percentage points, and 
Ford commercial vehicle (CV) sales and share were up, 
compared with February 2012. According to official 
sales figures from the Society of Motor Manufacturers 
and Traders (SMMT): 

Ford leads UK overall, car and CV sales in February and 
for the year to date. 

Ford Focus and Fiesta are the No 1 and 2 best sellers. 

Ford B-MAX already accounts for over 23 per cent of 
its segment sales. 

Ford light commercial and medium commercial vehi¬ 
cle sales and shares up. 

According to the official SMMT figures February car 
sales in the UK were up 7.9 per cent at 66,749 registra¬ 
tions, compared with February 2012. Ford sold 10,005 
cars in February, up from 8,957 in February 2012. 

Ford's retail car market share strengthened further in 
February - at 13.8 per cent it was 4.3 percentage points 
up from February 2012 and 4.5 percentage points of 
share ahead of its nearest rival. Ford retail car sales in 


January were 4,022 up from 2,339 in 2012. 

Sales of both the best-selling Ford Focus and the Ford 
Fiesta were up, at 3,853 and 3,655 registrations respec¬ 
tively, compared with February 2012. There were also 
increased sales and shares for the Ford Ka and the C- 
MAX range, while the Ford B-MAX is already a key player 
in the market with 1,731 registrations for the year to 
date accounting for 23.4 per cent of sales in its seg¬ 
ment. 

UK commercial vehicle sales in February were up 5.0 
per cent, compared with February 2012. Van registra¬ 
tions grew 11.8% to 9,149 in the month continuing pos¬ 
itive 2013 performance at 25,198 units. Total sales of 
Ford commercials in February were up from 2,375 to 
2,717, compared with the same month last year, with 
share up from 19.7 to 21.8 per cent. 

Ford medium commercial sales, headed by the indus¬ 
try-leading Ford Transit, were up from 2,027 to 2,272 
and Ford's share of MCV sales was 32.6 per cent up from 
31.7 per cent in February 2012. Ford light commercial 
sales increased from 348 to 445 and share was up from 
11.2 to 12.8 per cent, compared with February 2012. 

Mark Ovenden, Ford Britain managing director, said: 
"Ford is maintaining its sales discipline in a fiercely com¬ 


petitive market by driving up its share of more prof¬ 
itable retail sales. 

"This strategy is supported by the launches of award¬ 
winning vehicles and technologies and the unrivalled 
strength of our dealer network. Already in 2013 we 
have seen the sales launches of the new Ford Fiesta 
range, the Ford Transit Custom and the Ford Kuga and 
there is more to come with the Ford Fiesta ST and fur¬ 
ther additions to our CV and SUV ranges."
